crash." 


The editorial said that air traf- 


fic control personnel work under 
ncredible pressure and that FAA 
has done little to lessen it. 


A week ago the FAA issued a 


statement in which it said there 
were factual errors in 35 para- 
;raphs of the articles. 
The statement included CAB 
Chairman Alan S. Boyd's com- 
ment that "the assertion that tho 
FAA obstructed the investigation 
or that there is a feud between 
;he two agencies is contrary to

shutdown.

continue in session until an agree- 
ment has been reached'."
